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Trtnd Towards Centralisation 
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The province in recent years has made increas- 
ingly heavy grants towards the maintenance of mun- 
icipal services. The province pays education grants of 
as high. as 75 percent on building costs. It pays 50 
percent of the cost of health unit administration. It 
offers a ten percent grant on police and fire protection. 
It pays road grants, conservation grants, recreation 
grants and memorial building grants. . 

Municipalities require this assistance because the 
demands made upon them are beyond their ability to 
provide from taxation, .The provincial departments do 
not pay the giants, however, unless certain conditions 
are met by the municipalities. The result has been to 
restrict the authority of municipal administrations to 
terms imposed upon them by"the larger authority of the 
province. In a word, the province has initiated and 
actively encourages a tendency towards the centraliza- 
tion of authority at Queen's Park* 

To the province's credit, it must be said that the 
terms imposed upon the municipalities in payment of the 
grants have been designed to improve services in the 
municipalities. However well iiitehtipned the motive, the 
fact remains that every time the province exercises its 
authority in this manner, it subtracts from the automony 
of the local governments. The danger is that without 
strong local governments, there can be no practical 
exercise of democratic processes.

Merc Pay For Council 

We hope the Newmarket town council will not be 
troubled with false modesty in considering the proposal 
for increased compensation to council members advanced 
by the retiring councillor, Mr. It. C. Morrison. Increas- 
ed payment for council duties is both to their personal 
advantage and to the advantage of the town. Many a 

council possibility has been discouraged from seeking 
office by the prospect of financial losses as a result 
of holding office. The time spent on council affairs 
in a municipality which has expanded as Newmarket 
has must in practice be deducted from time which might 
be spent improving the office holder's own prospects. 

Newmarket citizens generally do not realize the 
amount of energy which must be directed towards mun- 
icipal problems by council members. Statutory meet- 
ings are called twice a month in the winter, once a 
month du ring the summer. There have been, however, 
numerous M si>eciat" council meetings in addition to 
these, so that ill fact, the council has met as frequently 
as once a week during some months. Additionally, the 
council members are attached to at least two standing 
committees as well as the odd special committee, and 
attendance at committee meetings can be as time-con- 
suming as council meetings, Members of council too are 
constantly called by citizens with complaints and as jus- 
tified as the complaints may bo, dealing with thorn is all 
part of the attention a sincere councillor must devote to 
municipal affairs to the detriment of his own concerns. 

Holding public office is au arduous task. To im- 
pose upon the office holder by permitting his office to 
l>c a hindrance financially is asking more than should 
be asked of him. Molding office in Newmarket will 
never offer a way lo easy riches, but it should not 
penalize the citizen who has assumed this public duty. 
The Newmarket council has a strong case on behalf of 

increased payment* We hope they follow it to its con- 
clusion.

"The British ministry of food is placing them on 
the .British market for sale, at the same price as 
home-grown apples and imported apples for Which the 
ministry paid full price. What is more the British 
consumer has no way of knowing where the apples came 
from or that they were sent over as a free gift to the 
British people. And this hugger-mugger is going on at 
a time when a section of the British Labor party is 
publicly blaming Canada for contributing to Britain's 
present financial straits. This ignorance on the part 
of many Britons about what Canada has done in the way 
of loans, gifts. and moderately priced foodstuffs is 
largely the fault of the Canadian government." 

The direction signs point to a return to private 
trading as the sanest and surest way to ensure long 
term trade.

. Those who complain that wu have hot economic 
democracy in our political democracy, du not really want 
economic democracy, or they would have it. Wherever 
people have been free to co-operate in whatever way they 
cho.se, economic democracy has existed to the extent 
that the people felt the need for it. 

In Canada the people' use many corporate forms 
through which they establish organisations ami corpor- 
ations which are democratic to whatever degree the 
co-operating parties find most desirable and efficient. 
The co-operatives of Canada range all the way 
from farntei's\ctw*t>eratives on Rochdale principles to 
mutual insurance companies, -and to corporations fat ;
